Till now thatrich-men be taulcleſſe, and muſt nor bere- 
prehended in theirdrunkenneſle, in their blaſphemies, in 
their adulreries, they muſt not be blamed , nor howe ſocucr 
_y _—_— and extort, the poore muſt not complaine, 

nd who dares take cxceprions, butto a meane Magi- 
ftrate that is crept into an ofhce, perhaps by corruption,no, 
it is dangerous to looke into his abhominations ; i hee 1s 
ſure to periſhchat will butopen his lippesto ſpeake againſt 
bis ill. 

And whatadangerous matter would it bee to call ſuch a 
Lawyer,a Pick-purſe,that will take vpon him the defence of 
a matter, that in his owne conicience, he knoweth to be vn-

I am halte aſhamed to ſpcake of the honeſt men thar be in

T hey ſay it is an argument ofa licentious comms wealth, 
where Fhiſatians and Lawyers haue too great comminges in, 
bur ir isthe ſurfeits of peace that bringerh in the Philitians 
gaine, yet in him there is ſome diſpatch of bulineſſe, for if 
he cannor ſpeedily cure you, he will yer quickly kill you,bur 
with the Lawyer there is no ſuch expedition,he isall for de- 
Jay,and it his rongue be not well typt with goldhe is {o dull 
of Language, that you ſhall not heare a comfortable worde 
come our of his mouth in a whole Michaelmaſſe Tearme : if 
you will vnlocke his lips,it muſt be donewith a Golden fee, 
and that perhaps may ſerre his tongue F libertie, to ſpeake 
( ſometimes) ro as good a purpole,as if he hadde ſtill beene 
mure. 

Lervs leaue the Lawyer to his ſtudy,and ler vs now looke 
alictle in atthe Courr gate, & leauing to ſpeake of thoſe few 
in number that do aſpire to the fauour ot the prixce,by their 
honeſt and vertuous endeuours, let ystake a ſhort ſurucy of 
thoſe others, that doe labour their owne aduancements, by 
baſe and ſeruile praQiſes, by lying, by flandering, by back- 
biting, by flattering, by diſſembling : that haue no other 
meanes whereby ro make themſelues gratious in the eye of 
grearneſſe, bur by ſurrendering themſelues to baſe Imploy- 
ments, that doe ſometimes poyſon the cares ofPrinces, and 
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vnderthe pretence of common good,do obtaine thoſe ſuits 
echatdoth oppreſle a whole common wealth,& but to main- 

caine the ride and prodigalitic ofa priuate perſon. 
In the Courts of Prixceseuery great man ( placed inav- 
[| ehority ) muſt be flattered in his follies, rn in his plea- 
; (ures, commended in his vanities, yea his very vices muſt be 
| made vertues, orels they will ſay we forget our duties, wee 
malice his greatnes, we enuy his fortunes: and hee that will 
offer ſacritice to Thra/o,muſt haue Gnatoto be his Prieſt : for 


che icching eares of vaine glory, are belt pleaſed when they 
be ſcratched by Flattery. 


By theſe ſteps of ſmooting,Courtiers muſt learne to climbe 
and more hyts vppon preterment by occaſion, then eycher 
by worthines or good delerr. ; 
In che Courts of Princes, Fornications, Adulteries & Raniſh- 
wents,and ſuch other like, have bin accounted yong Courti- 

ers ſports, 

Honeſt men haue beene there oppreſſed, Rybaulds prefer- 
red,\imple men ſcorned, innocent men perſecured, preſump- 
ruous men fauoured, flatrerers aduanced. 

Let the Prince tmlelfe be neuer fo ſtudious of the publi- 

ue $20, yernot ſeeing into all cnormittes, he is compa(l- 

ed aboutwith thoſe that be enormious : let T7yay preſcribe 

ood Lawes for cternall memory,yer where are they (ooner 

roken, then in the Court of Tryas : let Aurelius ſtore his 

Om with wile men, yer euen there they doe waxe diflo- 
ute, 

A princes Court, is like a pleaſant Garden, where the Bee 
may gather Henry, and the Spyder ſucke poylon : foras itis 
a Schoole of vertuc to ſuch as can bridle their mindes with 
diſcretion, fo it is a Nurſery of vice, to ſuch as doe mcaſure 
thcir willes with witleſſe vanitie. 


Ic hath beene holden for a Maxime, that a proud gre

co be confident in his owne conceipt, and he that is fore!v-

Bur now to make an end ofthis ſuruey of vaniry,let vs yet 
make one tourney more, and it ſhail bee to the Church, and 
at thartime when the Preacher is in the pulpit, and we ſhall 
there (ee ſuch Hypocrilie, ſuch counterfeiting ſuch ditſem- 
bling,and ſuch mocking with God,thatwere itnot but thar 
as his wrath ſo often kindled againſt vs for our finnes, ſhould 
not yet as ofren be quenched againe by his mercy,irt coulde

How 1naumerable and (almolt) inevitable traps are ſerin 
the traGt of vertue, and that in all herwalks, perhaps we ON 
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kyrof fome one nowand then, thatwill kiſſerthe 7/2474 of 
vertue, but ſhewe them the true face, and you turne all their 
kiſſes into curſes, there be feiy that doe vnderrake tac tract 
aright, no, our whole ſtudie is hozy wee may l:gein pomp, 
in pride, in pleaſure, but we haue no care at ail,neither how 
to live, nor how to die well. | 

Wee doe leeke rather howe to coucr faults, then howe to 
mend faults, yea, the moſt ſharpeſt and quickeſt witred men, 
tholc that bee called thewiſc-men of the world , what bee 
their policies, or whereunto doe they apply their wits, bur 
to coucr their naughtineſle. 

Ifthey hauc alicle gaod amongſt a great deale of il|,they 
thinke that good to be vrrerly lolt, that hath not the eyes of 
the world to witneſſe ir, and to giue itan applaule, ſo char 
it they doe any good, iris butto che end co bee (eenc and to 
be prayſed by men, tor in ſecret they will dye nothing, 

Ifrhey forbeare ro doe euill, it is for feare the world thould 
knoweir, and were that feare taken away, they would ſticke 
ac nothing, | 

I chinke there is nota more pernicious creature in the 
world, then 1s a man, if hee bee both wiſe and wicked : for 
wherethe wit is bribed by afteQion, there the weapons of 
Reaſon, are many times wreſted, and ſometimes managed a- 
gainſt Res/on ir ſelfe, neyrher is there any thing that maketh 
vs to be more vnrceaſonablc, then that which we call Natu- 
rall Reafop. 

The wiſedome of the fleſh ( that is indued with know- 
ledge) hath often times more indangered, then the tceble 
force of ſimple ignorance. 

A wicked man indued with litrerature, is the wrofſt of all 
men, and amongſt Chriſtians, none more pernicious then 
the Holy Hypcertte. 

Origene hath left vato vs, this caucat for onr inſtruc-

tion, The Hereticke ( tayth he) that is of good lifes much more 
hurtfull, and hath more authoritie in his words, then he that doth 
diſcreaite his dottrinegwith the lewanes of his life:l0 that we may 
concinde thoſe vices to be moſt abhominable, that are moit 
deſirous to looke like vertues: now it were a hard matter for\, 
rc to diſtinguiſh betweene men, who were good and who 
were bad, but if I might gine my verdict to ſay who were the 
wiſcſt men nowe in this age, I would ſay they were Taylers : 
would you heare my reaſon, becauſe I doe ce the wiſedome 
of women to be ſtill ouer-reached by Taylers, that can cuery 
day induce them to as many new fangled faſhions, as they 
pleaſe ro inuent : and the wiſcdome of men againe,are as 
much ouer-reached by women, that canne intice their huſ- 
bandes to ſarrender and giue way to all their newe tahgled 
follies : they are Taylers then that canne ouer-rule the wileit 
women, and they be women,thar can beſot the wiſeſt men - 
{o that if Ma, Maiors concluſion be good, that becauſe /:cke 
his yongelt ſonne, ouer-ruled h1s mother, and 7ackes mother 
agayne oucrruled M.Maior himſelfe,and M, Maior by office 
ouerruled the Towne, Ergo, the whole Towne was ouerru- 
led by 7acke, Ma. Maiors {onne : by the ſame conſequence, I 
may likeeils conclude, that Taylersare the wiſeſt men : the 
reaſon is alreadie rendered,they doe make vs all Fooles, both 
menand women, and doc mocke the whole worlde with 
their newe inventions : butare they women alone that are 
thus ſeduced by Taylers, doe but bake amongſtour gallants 
inthisage, andrell me, if you ſhall nor finde men amongſt 
them to be as vaine, asnice,and as gaudie in theiratryres,as 
ſhee that amongſt women is accounted the moſt fooliſh. 
And howe manieare there, that it they doe thinke them- 
ſeluesto be buta little our of the Taylers drſcipline, they will 
beginneto grow as Melancholy,and ro looke as droulily,as

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with the coy aſpctofDame folly, his deareſt beloued (and 
{carce honeſt) miſtris.

Foole, this isit that makes mee {omething ro forbeare, yer 
when I chance to meete with ſucha newe tangled fellowe, 
_— I fay nothing to him, yer GOD knowes what 
chinke, 

The holy ſcriptures haue denounced a curſe no leſle grie- 
uous to the /dole-maker,then to the 1dole ic ſelte:now(vnder 
the corre@ion of Diuinitic) I would but demaund,what are 
chele Puppet-making Taylers, that are eucry day inventing 
of newe faſhions, and what are theſe, tharthey doecall 4:- 
tyre-makers, the firft inuenters of thele monſtrous Perewygs, 
and the finders out of many other like immodett Artyres: 
what are theſe, and all thereſt ofthele Faſhion Mongers, the 
inuenters of vanities, that are cuery day wherring their wits 
to finde out thoſe Gawdes, that are nor onely offenſiue vato 
God, but many wayes preiudicial{ ro the whole Common 
wealth : if you will not acknowledge theſe ro be 1delemakers 
yet you cannot —_ them to bethe Dexils enginers,vngodly 
inſtruments, to decke and ornifie ſuch men and women, as 
may well bc reputed to be bur 14sllesfor they haue eyes,bur 
they ſce not into the wayes of their owne ſaluation, &th 
hauecares, butthey cannot heare the Indgements of 
denounced againſtthem for their pride and vanitie. 

Theſe Enginers of miſchiefe, that like Afoles doe lye and 
wrot in ſinne,till they haue caſt vppe a mount of hatefull en- 
ormitic againſt Heawen, they may well be called, the Souldi- 
ersof the Deuill, chat will fight againſt the mightic hand of 


God, | 
T here are certaine new inuented profeſſions, that within

I am yet per{waded, that our women 1n this ageare as re- 
ally cndued with Natwres abilities, as they haue beene in 
times palt, but they doe faile in that education that they had 
in times path, they doe now ( forthe moſt parr ofthem ) ſee 
nothing bur vanitie, neyther doeI thinke,bur that the ſame 
defeRis it, thar (o infecblerh their of-ſpring. 

But I cannotaltegether blame the careleſnes oftheworld, 
thatitis become lo ſparing of good cendeuours, when there 
is ncyther rewarde nor recompence for good deſert, nor 
ſcarce ſo much asa Memorandum, for the moſt honourable 
enterpriſe, how worthily ſo cuer performed. 

We doe read of forraine eſtates, enen at thispreſenttime, 
what care they haue in rewarding the good, and puniſhing 
the ill, and in theſe two poynts, | A is, as I haue fayd, inre. 
warding and puniſhing, conſiſterh ſo high a policie of good 
gouernment, that it may well bee ſayd, thatthe Tarkes, the 
Perſians, the Tartarians, and many otker barbarous infidels, 
have buik the foundation of their eſtates, eſpecially vppon 
that ground worke, and haue aduanced themſclues to thar 
greatneſle, that they be now growne vnto, onely by thele 2 
verrues, in rewarding the good and puniſhing the il], 

For whom they , but Capraines and Souldiers, or 
where vſe they liberalitie, butin the field amongſt weapons. 

How ſeuere againe are they,in puniſhing of thoſe,that do 
beare themſelues careleſſely in their places and offices com- 
mitted vnto them, yea, they keepe no meane in diſgracing 
baſe cowardly mindes, nor in honouring of haughty __y | 

an 
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| and valiant Sonldzers. 

| Bur with vs, our Paraſites, ourPanders, our Fauovurers, 
our Fidelers, our Fooles, our inſtruments of ambition , our 
miniſters of our wanton pleaſures ſhall be rewarded,bur wee 
neuer cheriſh wiſcdome,ull wee haue cauſe to vſc her coun- 
ſell, and then ( perhaps) ſhee = bee rewarded with ſome 
Court holy water wordes, and which wee will beſtowe, but for 
our owne aduantage, & when our turne is ſerued, our king- 
nes is eſtranged. 

T he world is not now the world that it hath beene,when 
| the ſaning ofa Romane Cirizen, was rewarded with honor, 

the humoure of preſeruing our Country is now ſpent, there

Deſert, may now goe to Cart, and he that cannot ruffel! ir 
out in ſilkes, will hardly gerte paſſage in ata greatmans 
are, 
, Hee that is thought to bee poore, is neuer thougheto bee 
wilſc, nor fit to haue the managing of _ matter of impor- 
eance, all is well accepred thatis ſpoken by authoricic, bur 
eruth it ſelfe is notbelecued, it ir proceede fromthe mouth 
of pouertie. 

By this contempt of pouertie, vice hath beene aduanced, 
and (ithensriches hauc thus crept intocredite, the worlde 
is rather growne to giue way to the humour ofa rich Foole, 
then to followe the direRtion of a poore wiſeman, 

Lervs nowea little tooke into the aftions of this age,and 
ſpeake truly, when was Yert»e and Honeſtie more deſpiſed, 
when was Pride, s: 20-7608 Exceſle, more inordinare, when 
was adultery, and all othcr vnchaftliuing,cither more appa- 
rant or lefſe puniſhed, when were all manner ofabhomina- 
tions more tollerated, when thole that ſhould miniſter cor- 
reion, will ſometimes favour their owne vices in others,

Bur to leaue the generall, and to come to the perticular, I 
rcll thee thou Adwlterer, I ſpeake irtothy face, that beſides 
thePoxe, and many other loathſomedilcaſes, that arc inct- 
dentto !/bore-maiſters whilſt they liue in this world, thy hot 
burning fire of luft,ivill bring thee co the hot burning fire of 
Hell. WY 

And Icell thee Dives, that pampereſt thy ſelfe in exceſſe, 
whilſt Zazares lyeth crying outat thy gate,readie to famiſh, 
Lazar ſhall be Labs when thou ſhalt intreat, but for 
one drop of cold water, to coole thy tongue. 

And thou beaftly Drunkard, thou monſter of Nature, that 
amongſtall other Coney artthe moſt baſe and ſcruile : ita 
Drunkard were as ſeldome to be ſecne as the Bird of 1rabia, 
he would be more wondered ar, then the 0wle, & more loa- 
thed then the Swine. | 

How.many Crafts men that will labour all the weeke, for 
thatwhich on Sun-day they will ſpend in an A4le-ho/e, that 
will there moſt beaſtly conſume in Drinke, that would re- 
licue their poore wives and children at home , that other 
whilesdoe want wherewith to buy them Bread. 

 "BurifDrunkenneſle were not ſo common as it is, a num- 
ber of Tauernes, and Ale-houle keepers, might ſhutte vppe 
their doores, burthe cuſtome of it doth make ic ſo conuer- 
ſant, rhat ittakcth away the ſence of ſinne. 

The generallitic of it, I ſhall notneedeto expreſſe, when

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there is no feaſting, no banqueting, nor almoſt attic merrie 
meeting,but Drunkenneſle mult bee 8 principal guelt: and 
whata glory is itafterthe incounter of their Cups, for one

If a Lawyer for a fee of renne ſhillinges, doe ſometymes 
rake tenne poundes, it is a Curtelie, a Benexolence, but theſe 
Curtelies and kindneſſes are beſtowed with aſmnch good 
will az the true man,when he giuerh his purſe to the Theefe. 

Yer hethat hath iudgementto giue a Bribe with diſcreti- 
on, may worke wonders, he may run through-ſtiech with a- 
ny bulineſſe. 

. Ev: by ſending of preſents, may appeaſe the anger of

Claudius by giuing of Bribes may eſcape correti6,though 

he commit /acriledge in the Temple of Mimeraa. 

T hou ſhalt take no gifts, for the gift bindeth the wiſe , and pers 
werteth the words of the righteous, Exod.2

Burto make an end of this text, I will bat adde thys much; 
thatthe giningand taking of Bribes, and the buying and (el- 
ling of offices,are 2, ſuch plague ſores toa common wealth 
where they be ſuffered, chatthey are no leſſe hurrfull rothe 
Prince, then preiudiciall ro the poore ſubieR.

Couctoulneſle and Vlury, that are ( and haue cuer bin ) ac- 
counted lo loathiome. 

Couertoutneſle (I confeſle) is the Curre, that thinketh 
nothing to be valawtull chat bringeth in gaine,ir is the can- 
ker, that eateth and deuouretrh the gertings of the poore, 

It is the Yrper thar ſpareth neythcr friend; nor foe, vertuous 
nor vicious, but where there is golde to be gotren,ir teareth 
the very intrailes of whom ſocuer. 

Heygeldeth yera realon for his fcraping,and pleades the 
fcareof want, alledging, that his greedic heaping and ga- 
thering together, to be buta Chriſtian-like carc that cuerte 
man ſhould haueto prouide tor his family.

He that felleth vpon truſt, ific bee but for one moneth or 
ſixe weekes, and maketh the buyer to pay fiftie ſhillings for 
that which in readie money, he might haueboughe for 40, 
is he not an Vurer. 
Theſe Shop-keepers that can blind mens eyes with dym 
and obſcure lighes, and deceiuc their cares with falſe & flat- 
tcring words, bz they nor V ſurers. 
Theſe Tradeſinen that can buy by one weight, and (ell 
by another, be they nor V ſurers, 

Thefe Marchants that doc robbe the Realme,by carrying 
away of Corne, Lead, Tinne, Hydes, Leather, and ſuch o- 
ther like, to the impoucriſhing of the common, wealth, bee 
they not Vſurers. | 

Theſe Farmers that doc hurde yppe their Corne, Burter,

And as heis thus commanded to lend, fo he is enioyned 
againe not to kcepe his netghbours pawne, If thou take thy 
neighbours rayment to pledge thou ſhalt reſtore it before the ſunne 
poe downe, Exod . 22, And for fearc of forgetting, in the 24. 
of Dev. it is yet againe Irrerared in thelſewordes, 1fit bee 4 
poore body, thou ſhalt not ſleepe with tus pledge, . 
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Sothat wee may conclude, the Vſurer, that will notlend 
but for gaine, the 31iſer that will not lend atall, the Land-
